MONEY-BY POST. : 


'HE POSTAL MONEY-ORDER SYSTEM 


NOT A NEW THING. 


[Chicaco Inter Ocoan.] 


People of thin day believe that the great- 
st inventions havo como to lipht in this 
ontury. The tolograph thoy are sure of, 
and they boliovo that all tbere is In the 
lOftal system has been perfected within 
,ho last 
fltty years. 
Most1, pooplo bo- 


icvo that tho postal money-order eys- 
orn. is comparatively a new thing, aad 
hat while tho United States brought tho 
doalrom England, she greatly improved 
upon it when she put the system In oporo- 
iion. 
This Is jumping 
to conclusions. 


The- postal money order idea Li us old 
almost as tho schemo for uniform letter 
mstago. 
Money orders were introduced 


n tho United States In tho year 1S04, 
and postal notes wora introduced only two 
•oars ago. But it is a matter of record 
:hat iu tho year 1027 a Frenchman named 
Pierre d'Almoros introduced into Franca a J 
rostal money transmission system not unlike 
:hat now in u?o in thin country, and In the 
same year a system of cheap registration 
forlottors. -This gontlonmrr spont' nearly 
5100,OUO'in putting this scheme in operation. 
Tho political disturbances that followed 
spoiled all his plans. It was not until 1817 
that Eranco adopted the money order sorv- 
co, and not till 18-H that she adopted post- 
use stamps, and not until 1859 did she 
adopt tho postal noto system. 


It is a curi-ws fact .that in England tho 


money-order branch of tho postotfloo was 
!dr forty years the private enterprise of 
;hroo po.itoflico clerks. Thaw throe clorla 
began business in 1793, thoir purpose being 
to facilitate tho safo conveyance of small 
sums to soldiers and sailors. Tho system 
was soon oitondod to all classes of remit- 
ters, and in duo time tho postmaster gonoral 
approved tho scheme, but his department 
took no part in tho management of it 
It 


wa-i not until 183S that tho private enter- 
prise was converted into au official dopart- 
nont. Sinco that dato many improvomonts 
mvo boon made, but the gonoral features of 
tho system-iutroducod by tho • throe poat- 
oflice clerks arp still retained. 


In tho United Slates the registered-letter 


system did not attain any degree of oicol- 
lonco until after 188U. Tho money-order 
systom was iirst established, iu ISli-l. Postal 
notes came into use in 1S83. Wo imported 
all these ideas from Franco and. England, and 
it ia doubtful whether wo have improved on 
the English idea. But In other respacts our 
postal system, notably the railway-mail 
service, has gon» far In advance of any 
Europonn nation. Tho lino of development 
here has boon toward, perfecting a systom 
adapted to long distances, and mainly to 
service by rail. 


Postage stamps were 'first used In tho 


United States in 1847; that is, tho govern- 
ment did not adopt thorn until that year, 
although r-stamps had boon used in New 
York and somo of the other states In 1345. 
This idea came from Europo, where stamps 
came into uso in England in WS3, although 
it is said that a postpaid envelope wan in 
uso in Paris in tho year 1CK). The Erat 
postage stamp used in Germany was in 1349, 
Austria tool: thorn up in 1850, Russia used. 
1 ostago envelopes as early as 1S45, and took 
up tho adhoiivu stamps in 1S50. France 
adopted tho postage stamp in ISIS. Tho 
Snuth. American states toolc thorn up in 
1S3S.

Frequently there are threo or four court- 
yards, nnd there is ono called tho andaroon, 
into which no man over enters except tho 
master and his eunuchs. It is rosorvod for 
his wives and concubines. 
A wealthy 


Persian can bavo four wives and sovoral 
concubines. Theso women driva out In car- 
riages nud visit ono another, and 
aro 


watched with th» greatest care. Tho wives 
of poorer mon go about1 an foot, but all 
alike aro covered with a dark blue mantle, 
which falls to tho foot, concealing the form. 
Over tho faco is a white veil, with apertures 
for tho oyos. 


"The rooms have largo windows sot in- 


richly decorated soshos nud opening on tbo 
courtyards, and frequently those windows 
are studded with 
colored glass, giving 


a cathedral effect to tho high-coillngod 
rooms. All tho rooms havo dirt floors, 
but thoy aro hardly noticed, for they 
aro covorod with matting and rich rugs. In 
ono part of tho room Chore is a mattress 
covorod with rugs, and on this the Persian 
aita during tho day and sleeps at night 
Somo of tho rooms havo tanks in their cen- 
ter, giving them an air of luxury. Thero is 
a separate room for the bath, and its ap- 
polutinents are ofton luxurious. Christians 
aro obliged to have separate baths from tho 
Mohammedans." 


"What nro tho daily habits of Persians!" 
"Every ono from tho king down rises at 6 


o'clock in tbo morning. Thoy then partake 
of a cup of tea and somo broad. Tea is a

takos a nap. About 4 o'clock he goes homo 
md takos a ride, returns to dinner, and then- 
at about 7 o'clock enters his andaroon.

ccuso for not recoiving a^caller to say that 
man Is .in his andaroon. '"Ho takes another'

THE STRENGTH OF GIBRALTAR. 


Story of H Noted Sl«cc— An Unpleasant 


Arrangement for Spain. 


French, and Spanish troops, 40,000 in num- 


ber, for four long years— from June, 3779, 
till February, 1733— beleaguered tho fort- 
l-osi of Gibraltar, thon hold by Gen. Eliot 
with a garrison of 7,000 men. The enemy 
erected battorios right across tho sandy 
isthmus, whilo in tho bay thoy had forty- 
seven ships of tho lino and ton ."battering- 
ships," besides countless lessor craft 


Ono night tho rock narrowly escaped bo- 


ing taken by surprise. 
A goathord having 


undertaken to guide tho Spaniards by a 
path thon unknown to tho English, BOO 
troops followed him ono dark night and 
crept silently to a hollow callod tho Silleta. 
,;r little chair, and thenco to tho signal 
Kfci;ion, where thoy slow tho guard. Thero 
they awaited reinforcements from below; 
these, liowovor, wore delayed, and the gar- 
rison meanwhile wero aroused, nnd, aaliy- 
iug forth, drove back tho invaders. Tho 
Sillota was immediately llllod up and tho 
path u'-torly destroyed and mado inaccessi- 
ble, mid tho siogo wore on through woary 
months. 


At last a Curious general attack was met 


by an incessant flro of rod-hot balls on the 
enomy's fleet— 5,000 wero thrown in ono 
day— till at length tho battering ships took 
firo, a?, owing to the thickness of their tim- 
bers, the rod-hot balls sunk deep Into tho 
wood and could not bo dislodged. Tho 
scono that onsuod In tho darkness of that 
terrible night must have boon awful indeed; 
and so fearful wore tho moans 'and shrioks 
of tho wounded and dying that brave Eng- 
lishmen forobore to lot their foes parish in 
the flames and ventured to their rescue, tho 
marine brigade boing foremost in this work 
of mercy, which added fresh laurels to their 
victory. It was said that in this engage- 
ment tho Spaniards lost 3,000 men, while the 
garrison had only sixteen killod, and tho 
damage done to tho fortress was repaired 
in a few hours, A few days later a formida- 
ble English u>ot came to tho relief of the 
town, and the siege was raised. 


Of course, our holding Gibraltar is an 


arrangement about as ploasaut for Spain as 
it would be to England to see a French gar-1 
rison in full position ot Dover castle and 
fortifying impregnable gollorioi in Shakes- 
peare's cliff bonoath tho protection of which 
all manner of smugglers might find safety, 
wlmroRS any rash revenue cutter venturing 
within rnngo would be forthwith Grod at 
and probably sunk. No wonder that Spain 
would fain reclaim this heaven-built bul- 
wnrk of lior shores.
